NOXIOUS WEED NOTICE TO THE PROPERTY 
OWNERS IN THE CITY OF ROMULUS 

In accordance with P.A. 359 of 1941, as amended and Chapter 19, 
Article 3, of the Romulus Code of Ordinances it shall be the duty of 
all owners of lands on which noxious weeds are found growing, to 
destroy the same before they reach a seed bearing stage and to pre¬ 
vent such weeds from becoming a detriment to public health. 

If any such owner, agent or occupant of such land shall refuse to 
destroy such noxious weeds or cause them to be destroyed, it shall 
be the duty of the Noxious Weed Commissioner to enter upon such 
land and destroy such noxious weeds. 

Any expense incurred in such destruction shall be paid by the owner 
or owners of such land, and the City shall have a lien against such 
land for such expense. Any owner who shall refuse to destroy such 
noxious weeds shall be subject to a fine of not more than $500.00 
and/or not more than 90 days in jail. 

Nothing in this notice shall apply to weeds in fields devoted to 
growing any small grain crop such as wheats, oats, barley or rye. All 
weeds not cut by May 15, 2000 will be cut by the City and the 
owner of the property will be charged with the cost. Subsequent cut¬ 
tings will be done as often as necessary when vegetation reached 12 
inches in height and/or seed bearing stage. 

All refuse and debris on the given owners property will be removed 
by the City at the owners expense.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE CODE OF ORDI¬ 
NANCES, CITY OF ROMULUS, MICHIGAN, BY ADDING A 
NEW SECTION 20-250 TO REGULATE THE ATTENDANCE 
OF JUVENILES AT SCHOOLS AND OTHER LEARNING 
PROGRAMS, WHICH SHALL BE INCLUDED IN CHAPTER 
20, OFFENSES, SECTION 250 OF SAID CODE. 

The City of Romulus hereby ordains: 

Section 1. Chapter 20 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Romulus is amended to add Section 20-250 as follows: 

Section 20-250. Absent from school. It shall be unlawful for 
any juvenile under 16 years of age to be repeatedly absent from 
school or other learning program intended to meet the juvenile’s 
educational needs, provided the absence is not excused by a licensed 
health care professional. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code 
hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights acquired, 
or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or 
existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this 
Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any charac¬ 
ter be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 3. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any 
portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to do 
so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and 
limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any portion of the 
Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affect¬ 
ing the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or 
portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances 
adopted by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the 
provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or 
inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. Penalties. Any violation of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be and shall constitute a municipal civil infraction. 
Sanctions for any violation of this Ordinance which constitute a 
municipal civil infraction shall be a civil fine of up to $100.00 plus 
any costs, damages and expenses under applicable law for a civil 
infraction. 

Section 6. Readings. This Ordinance shall be given a first reading 
on February 7, 2000, shall be enacted on February 14, 2000 and 
shall be published on or before March 9, 2000 and shall be effective 
March 9, 2000.
